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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the Search Report is not considered to be an information 
disclosure statement (IDS) complying with 37 CFR 1.98. 37 CFR 1.98(a)(2) requires a legible 
copy of: (1) each foreign patent; (2) each publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; 
(3) for each cited pending U.S. application, the application specification including claims, and 
any drawing of the application, or that portion of the application which caused it to be listed 
including any claims directed to that portion, unless the cited pending U.S. application is stored 
in the Image File Wrapper (IFW) system; and (4) all other information, or that portion which 
caused it to be listed.

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the subject matter of claims 5 and 8 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 
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Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

It is unclear how the driven gear can turn less than the cam actuator when the cam 
actuator is attached to a gear with the same diameter as that of the driven gear. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-4 and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Smith, 
III. 

In regard to claim 1, Smith discloses a junction plate for hydraulic couplings comprising: 
a cam actuator; 

a drive mechanism coupled to the cam actuator; and, 

a cam carrier with at least one cam follower. 

In regard to claim 2, wherein the cam actuator comprises a handle. 

In regard to claim 3, wherein the handle is a T-handle. 

In regard to claim 4, wherein the cam actuator comprises a crank. 

In regard to claim 8, the cam follower comprises a roller. 

In regard to claim 9, the cam follower is integral with the cam carrier. 

In regard to claim 10, further comprising a handle for manipulating the junction plate. 

7. Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Jennings. 

In regard to claim 1, Smith discloses a junction plate for hydraulic couplings comprising: 
a cam actuator; 
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a drive mechanism coupled to the cam actuator; and, 

a cam carrier with at least one cam follower. 

In regard to claim 6, the drive mechanism comprises a gear train. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Smith, III in view 
of Regal. 

Smith, III discloses a handle 19 which may be used by divers or remotely operated 
vehicles to turn the shaft 35, but Smith, III does not disclose that the handle has a hex adapter for 
powered actuation. Regal teaches supplying an actuator 12 with both a handle 14 or a hex 
adapter 16 so that the actuator can be easily actuated either by hand or by a power tool. 
Therefore it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the actuator of Smith, III to include a hex adapter, as taught by 
Regal, so that the actuator could be more easily actuated by a powered remote control vehicle as 
well as a diver. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 1 1-18 are allowed.

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Aumiller and Wilson all disclose similar couplings common in the art.
